GENTLEMEN, 

SOME have made the Cocoa-Tree a cover for publi^ing, and 
a conveyance to fpread, the deteftable doctrines of arbitrary 
power, veiled under the fpecious title of prerogative ; to vsrhich 
they tackt, what indeed could only hang there, infolent af- 
perlions on fome of that illuftrious family, under which we fo hap- 
pily enjoy our liberty ; and particularly on one Prince of the blood 
royal, who defended it with his fword, and faved it by his valour. 
I fliall make no fuch ufe of the name : nor will I confound things 
as oppofite as merit and demerit; or mix men whofe cortdudt di- 
vides, whofe principles diftinguifli them. It is fit to difcern, and 
there is a pleafure in doing juftice to the— dignos homines bonore 
bonejiatos. 

Under that charadlcr, I do not mean to comprehend nominal 
placemen, but real penfioners, of five hundred or one thoufand 
pounds a year; fupernumeraries on eftablifliment lifts; — thofe who 
hunt after peerages,-T-r/^i&/' bonourablejhips vvithout defcent ; thofe 
who'ferve for dignities engaged or expected, as the infamous price of 
bafe compliances ; — thofe who fubftitute fons, brothers, friends, and 
confidents, to receive ^Zv tbem the wages of iniquity, which a felf- 
confcioufnefs of the guilt of earning them, makes themfelves feem to 
bluflb to take ; or—- thofe who under two reigns of the houfe of 
Brunfwick, fubfcribed to a weekly retail of defamation and difloyalty, 
. and only now complain of the licen ioufnefs of the prefs;— -or thofe 
who formerly bawled againft corruption, and are now fb fully recon- 
ciled both to the principle and pradice of it, as openly, and conti-

nually, to avow, and juftify that mode of adminiftration, becaufe 
they reap the quieting fruits of it. Such mtift take their fentence

NEiTHf:R can I include t;hofe whpJkifs thefoptfteps of two n . 

L *s, one at home, another abroad, ^tpairity of whofe publick 

and private characters is fo edifying to the friends of integrity, pub- 
lick-fpirit, virtue, and decorum ; worflhiping their 1 p's influ- 
ence, or power, with the fervile incemfe of hungry adulation. Nor 
will I flatter with a fhare of the compliment fomc who have of late, 
/and only of late) been fei^cd with fondnofs for a certain cpnneSion, 
once the declared objeft of their utter averfion. 

But in the Cocoa-Tree, there is^ a^ th^re ha3 been amongft 
people the moft degenerate, and reprobate^ and in the worjft of timsc, 
a few who do not bow the knee to corruption : there ar^ the fbber, 
the thinking, the honeft, and the truly independent, who have not 
fold their own freedom, and WQuld Jnot bjirljcr away the liberty of 
their fellow-fubje<fts, foj the fmiles of a Miniijer, or the prpfpedls of 
proftitution. Thefe are in truth, what they have wi£bt to be thought 
—the friends and defenders of the rights of their country. 

Of thofe who have once put their hand to fo good a work, 
furely none will look back. If their example were effedlual to re- 
claim others, who, allured by the deluding bait, have renounced 
their profcflions, and defertqd the paufc of their qountry, from which 
they formerly affedled to derive the title they long boafled of; thefe 
might yet retrieve a little character, and the pu'blick would receive 
ftill greater advantage, from the upright conduct of thofe who defervi5 
the praife of all that defire to be free. 

Let me, then, addre.fs myfelf to .the Liberos quibus pretium fer^ 
vifutis ingratum efi : and I. congratulate you upon the honour you 
have gained to yourfelves, and the fervige you have done to your 
country, by ranking among thofe, who, wijth the courage natural 
to men bred in the bofom of liberty, in.fpite of power, and refifting 
temptations, have dared to aflcrt the |>irth-!ri£ht, and inheritance qf 
free-born Englifbmen.

TORES K.EIPUEJLICJE. 

I am forry I cannot, with equal cordiality, embrace into my polio 
tical charity, as true citizens of this free country, the whole body 
to which you nooMnally belong, however much I difltke the odious 
^iftiiV^ion of difuniting epithets, and never, can adopt them, but 
when diverfity of principles compeU lo it, as the Icaft of two appar 

twi evils. 

EverV good man wifties the whole nation were agreed in Revo- 
lution principles; and if we are one, in that refpedt, our name 
ijnu(k be one. The fire of conteft might then, without preying on 
the vitals of national happinefs, wafte itfelf in the diver^ty or politi- 
.cal attachments, ^nd ftruggles for power; the difputes abo at which 
.are the natural oflfepring of a free conftitution, and generally conda^ 
cive to its vigour, as changes in it are oftentimes neceiiary to pro- 
:mote the public good. 

In ,%:tountry Jike this, when men of found principles contend 
for influence, (and if they do .not, it can only be becauie there \s 
a pepury of great Aatefmen* which is a fign of ftagnation,. rather than 
a mark of health, in the political body;) they muft not only be rivals 
in abilities, but emulate each other in zeal, and attention to the ge«* 
neral welfare ; which is the fair road to elevation, and the only Aa- 
bility of pireferment, in popular, and mixed governments. But wJicn 
the nation is diftraded in principle, an invincible fuperiority on i^^ 
iide, which adheres to the fundamentals of Liberty, and fupports 
the facred fcttlement^ which is the corner-ftone of its fecurity, jtf 
the pnly defence againfl the deftru^tion of the whole. 

Our national parties fprung up, with their unhappy names of di- 
ftinftion, in days when the encroachments of the Crpwn threatned the 
fubverfion of th? conftitution. James I. taught a fyftem of prero- 
gative, confiftent with nothing but flavery ; and his deicendants, cor- 
rupted with his falfe principles, obftinately purfued his perverie planj 
rto their own ruin. The unbridled attempts of arbitrary power xit^ 
jcef&rUy produced oppoiition, then refiftance, apd at lail ended in thp 
•expolfijon of a r^ce pf tyrants ; a Ciicceflion of which had difgrace4 

• the 
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Ac throne, and all but deftroycd this country ; when thfeir own fa- 
mily fell, the mifefable vidim of their irreclaimable attachment to 
dcfpotifm. • 

If there are yet amongft us any. wretched remains of thofe parties, 
they are the tattered rags of a direful warfare, between the ftretches 
of prerogative and the defence of liberty ; between the faithful 
'friends of a limited, mixed monarchy, and the traiterous advocates 
-for abfolute, and arbitrary fovercignty : a di(pute, one fhould think, 
too unnatural now to be brought back from the dead. 

The difagreeable diftindtions that heretofore* have prevailed, muft 
be placed to the account of the times, and the circumftances of the 
nation : but the fortunate change in thefc fhould now fbften, into 
general harmony, all former animofities, and eradicate unnatural, and 
deftrudtive prejudices. If there is a diftindlion, let it only be be- 
tween honeft men, and thofe who do not deferve the name; between 
thofe who will do any thing for fomething, and thofe who will not, 
on any account, do what ought not to be done. Let the honour and 
intereft, the glory and profperity of the nation, the juft power, and 
true dignity of the crown, and the rights of the fubjedl, be, as in 
truth they are, the common caufe ; ^nd the principles of allegiance, 
and liberty, the cement of adherence to it. Thofe who, from any 
motive, can defert that caufe, or deny thofe principles, will, with 
their country, ftand in the light, in which their own criminal, and 
contemptible conduct fo juftly places them. 

I am perfuaded the Proteftant fucceffion is now fo firmly efta- 
blifhed, in the hearts and affedtions of a people free, and fenfible to 
freedom, that it is beyond the reach of any attempt. The liberties 
of the fubjeft too, that other Herculean pillar of the conftitution, are 
now fo well underftood, and the foundations of them fo imimoveably 
'fixed, as to be, I Jbope, in no immediate danger. 

The minifters of this free government may therefore ftand 
on very fafe, and very fure ground, while they purfue an un(haken 
attachment to thofe great objedts : but it will always be dangerous 
for them, to entrench themfelves in their precarious power, and refift 
"the cries, or even delpife the clamours, of the people, when they feem 
to be at all general, or there is the leaft appearance of ground for 
them, efpecially in matters of liberty. The ipirit of liberty is a jea-

Ions ipirit, and not eaiily fHlIed. Authority, which is a match ibr 
all other oppofitionjr is fcarcely equal to its Arength ; and power it£^ 
will not fubdue its eQergy, without a ftruggle too hard to be endured^ 

We fometimes hear that the people are drunk with liberty, and 
certainly nothing is more likely to intoxicate men who have liberally 
ta^cd the fweets of it > for> miiJ ormiium bonorum mulfUuMni gra-* 
tmspiam libertas ^ ; as the people teilrified, when the Roman heralds 
proqlimed liberty to Greece ; and as the Englifh nation dKiredt 
Yihtii the glorious Prince of Orange publiihed tneir deliverance from 
arbitrary power. But liberty never intoxicates, unleis when it is 
touched by fi>metbing of axr alarming kind whidh ftirs the ferment- 
ing quality ^ it ; it is the moft peaceable thing in the world, when 
in its natural ilate, though the ntu>ft difficult to be fettled, iif once 
p^tinl^gitation•. 

If the. officers of the crown will give th^ alarm, by Intolerable 
violations of the fulyeds liberty, and avow, and approve what they 
Auttkot pretend* to juftiiy i if miniflers will mark their adminiftra^ 
tion with a^s tf p(yf!oer^ laying open private houfes, for the fake of a 
reveiuie, fo paultcy as not to be worth railing, at the expence of the 
cpUc^ion, and as 4mneceflarily, as unprofitably, depriving Engliih- 
mea of their unalienable, ^d ineftimable privilege of trial by a jury 
of their Peers j if they will make queilions of liberty tefts of their 
influence, and lukewarmnefs to the fundamentals of the conftitution 
.tho j>adgj(; of, obedience to them ; if an arbitrary difpofition appears 
/amrufberi in the appointment, and removal from employments ; if 
meritorious miliury officers, happening to be in a particular ftation, 
.and of a certain opinion, are difrniiTed from the fervice of the pub* 
lick, without any caufe affigne^, and therefore for one diat dar^ not 
be mentioned, thop^h it cannot be doubted ^ ; if ^ the proftitution

they all concur, the authors of them, whoever they are,, and pibfeft 
what they will, (and authors there muft be,) are not the friends of their 
Prince, or the faithful fervants of their mafter, but will be deemed 
the enemies of their country : They ftain the throne, bring ^ re- 
proach upon government, and infult the rights of the people. It is 
to fport with fire-brands and tread upon ferpents.. Hot heads may 
laugh zt the danger of fuch conduift, but wife men wilLbeware'in 
time. . . . .? 

~ On the other hand, if the people of this country were come to 'be 
cafy under fuch things ; not to feel, not to complain, notf to oppofe 
the authors and caufes of fuch evils ; they muft, indeed, be ripe for 
the dreadful denunciation. O homines ad fervifutemparnii !^T}6^^6[i

It cannot furely^^/ be made a queftion,* whether we are free, of 
not ? whether we have a conftitution, or not ? or whether liberty is as 
precarious, in England, as it is in Turkey ? But it is denied us to 
declare we are free, to aflert the undoubted rights of the confti- 
tution. Should- the guardians of oiir liberty then never declare ia 
fundamental of freedom, in a proper conftitution al manner; by a fo- 
lemn and feafonable refolution, called forth by arbitrary, arid iHegal 
violations of liberty ? If this be beyond the jurifdidlion of parlia* 
ment, parliament is not the thing it has hitherto been believed to 
' be; — the great palladium of the rights, and liberty of a free people | 
a barrier againft the power of the crown; and the fovereig-n cpntroul 
of the officers of government. Inftead of being, as the great pa-- 
triots who contended for its privileges, in the days of Stuart-^iy^ 
ranny, ftilcd it, the fountain of juftice, under the fafe cuftody of 
which, men's eftates, and liberties are preferved ; it is divefted of a 
coniiderable part of its authority, not the leaft important te.the 

^ds 
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ends of its inflltution, and become a maimed, mutilated court; Or 
the powers of parliament have been much miftaken, in times when 
the principles of the conftitution were well fifted, and feem to have 
been beft underftood, as well as mpft enquired after j when fierce 
debate, and fiery contention, cleared up the principles, and fettled 
the boundaries of this government. 

Where are all thegeneral votes againft a6ts of the crown, and 
other things, <lone contrary to the laws and conftitution of the king- 
donii — the refolutions againft betrayers of the liberties of the people 
OF England, and enemies to the fame \ againft violations by mjyefty 
itfelf? where the declarations that fealing ^nA feizing of papers; 
charging the fubjeft with great (fences, tvitbout witnefs^ nvitbout 
information ; and fuch other illegal proceedings, were not only 
breaches of the privileges of parliament, but crimes againft the law of 
nature, againft the rules of juftice, that his majefty's own command, 
could no more warrant, than it can any other adts of injuftice; and 
that thereby the very principie-s of government and juftice would 
be in danger of being diflblved ? Where are the refolutions againft the 
ar}3itr?iry and oppreffive fentences of Bq/iwicky Burton, Prynn, and 
others, in ihe reign of Charles the Firft ; not to mention thofe of the 
Earl of Devonftiire and others, pafled before, and condemned after 
the Revolution ? « 

If the houfe of commons fhould derelinquifti the right, or decline 
to exercife the power of refohing with the dignity, and authority of 

{)arliamentary declarations,, upon points of high concernment to the 
iberty of the fubjc^t, and eftential to the prefervation of our free- 
dom, efpecially in the cafe of violations in the perfons of their own 
members 5 they wpuld ceafe to be the grand inqueft of the nation ; 
furrender one of their highcft trufts ; devolve to the inferior courts, 
that fupereminent infpedtion, with which they are, by the coriftitu- 
tion, inveftcd,* over the courts themfelves, as well as over all other 
minifters of g9vernmcnt > and leave to the ordinary courfe of parti- 
cular remedies, matters,, the importance, and univerfal concern of 
.which, call for the graveft, weightieft, and moft efficacious inter- 
pofition of the highi^ft authority. 

For parliamentary refolutions are qot like the words of a drunken 

porter^ fay lb who will. One ibml^ think England could not 

:' * . ' have 



have bred 1 man, I had almoft fakl a—, who would talk in fo n^ 
diculous a manner: and no body has more rcafon to ftand in iawe 
of parliament, th^n fuch as are capable of holding a language fd 
difrefpecftful to it, lb derogatory to the great security of the na- 
tion. It muft proceed from ignorance of the conftitution: and' 
to confute the nonfenfe, would be fuppofing it is not what it really 
is. Lawyers, who are generally fettered witib the trammels of their 
profcffion,, may fay, as they fometirhes have faid, that votes of th* 
commons are not confidered i^s laws— " Neverthclefs, (as the authei* 
of the beftcorrftitutionalhiftory of England faysi) fuch is their cfitft, 
thaty^w perfons are fq hardy as to a^ diredtly contrary to tHefe dc- 
cifions of the commons, fince it is, in fomc meafure, to oppofe the 
fentiment of the people whom they rcprcfent. Befides, an adion 
dijeClly contrary to a vote pi the houfe, is liable to b^ queftioned; 
when leaft expe<9:ed, and draws upon the aftor the indignation of 
the houfe." Jt may alfo be remembered, that there are not wanting 
inftances of parliaments declaring things done againft liberty, heinous 
crmesy even in an Attorneys-General. • 

Many high, and ftrong refolutions of parliament, of which we 
how enjoy the fruits, were made in the reign of Charles the Firft^ 
by the glorious, and renowned aflertors of the privileges of parlia- 
ment,, and rights gf the people, (things infeparable in their nature; 
and in their fecurity,) in oppofition to the pernicious doftrines of 
ufurping prerogative, and the violent meafures of a wicked admirii* 
ftration : Thie vtiy penjioned parliament itfelf of Charles theSecondi 
could not forbear making the like refolutions, againft an arbitrary 
prince, and a corrupt court • How much more then do they, whert 
lAade necefTary, by the unjuftifiabje conduft of the fervants of the 
publick, become the time of George the Third, a young and virtu- 
ous king, of the illuftrious houfe of Brunfwick, whofe family hais 
"been the bulwark of the liberties of Europe, and the ftay of the 
Englifh conftitution; whofe heart, ftript.of all diigiiifc, iff the lively 
linage of the wifties of his people, and his own inclinations theit 
happinefs, fatisfaftion, and fecnrity ! A breach of the liberty of the 
fiibjedt, under colour of >&£r authority, is the moft icandalous libel 
upon his government i a high affront to his royal diipofitions, and 
tvn audacious infu^t upon his repeated^ dedaratibns. • . • »•* \ 

The 
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The only thing then to be enquired into» i5» if there h^, c£ UltCg 
beep any juft, or reaibnable caufe^ for the interpofition of pariiameh-* 
tary refolutions, .to aflert the rights of the fubjed; and maintain thft' 
principles of liberty, the effentials of the conftitution. Tht« i^ a 
fubjed, that has attracted the attention of the whole nation^ to a de*^ 
gree that no other thing has done for many years, and hardly any 
one ever did more : It has divided the Cocoa-tree> in a way much ta 
the honour of that part of it to which I am now fpeaking.. I hope^ 
therefore, it will not be confidered as an indignity tothc nao^e, irader 
it, to attempt to unfold t^e grounds of the conduct of its Jfetter part^ 
injuftification of them,.and of thofe who are of the fwie fenttments; 
and to (hew that it is not an invidious, and ill-foundi^d didififtion, 
by which the Fkiends of JLiberty have been fignalized in the re- 
gards of their country: that it was not a frivolous, or immaterial 
gueftion, that was ftirred, as 2ifarty^bufinefs^ and.the work of faction, 
to diftrcfs goverhmqnt, try numbers, and fee how this or the otbe; 
man would go i all, — imputations, which many ilrong proofs atteft 
never to have been worfe founded. 

, To anfwer this end, it is abfolutely neceflary, though it wiU take 
a little more room than could be wished, to lay the foundation 
right, by a full, and true ftate of the caie, out of which the quef? 
tions that have been difputed, arife. For from thence only can a 
juft judgment be formed; and one proceeding on other grpunds is 
partial^ and nothing but the fpirit of party. 

The violations of liberty lately complained of, were not taken up 
^s the caufe of one man^ but as the concern of the whole, and 
becaufe they are tof the moft outragiQus, and atrocious nattire ; tend- 
ing to undermine the very foundations of our liberty, and to efta- 
bh{h the moft illegal, dangerous, and tyrannical power, in the offi- 
cers of the crown. Nor does the character, or crime, of the periba 
•immediately affedted by them, alter their nature, or one bit ^leviatc 
;their aggravations, even as reipeding him, mtich lefs as interefting 
•the publick. Even criminals ox the moft unpardonable guilf are to be 
dealt with according to law ; and the more obnoxious the party bad 
.made himfclf by his condudtj there was the lefs reafon for outr^e itt 
.profecuting him ; as the arms of , the law are long enoijgh tp reajch 
^ny man« But what is done to any one, may be committed, upon

^ WftAT have we feen ia Ais laftd^^df freeddm? A warrant i— I 
^Kiuld not fay a warrant)^ (for a Warrant is a legal authority) but a 
4iing greatly mifnamed by that word, figned by a Secretary of States 
who,: diough no Lawyer, might, as an Englishman ^ and from the 
advantages of fAs ritik^ be foppofed to know the fundamentab of 
iibefty, the firft principles of the conftitatioa, and, as a. high officer 
'^f government, might bfe expefted, to be a little acquair^ted with 
tht duty, whichh his ftation owes to his country ; — zn-unwarranfaife

[iftrates. Jameis the SecQud's privy-council, (as appears from the. 
:olle£tioaotf warrants lately: publi(hed,:in. juftificotioniof the proN 
ccedings' of the prcfent. time8,).wcre contented with committing the 
.feven hi(hops, forv^at waSithen^calkd a. libel on the king^ to his 
face, .tojafe cuftody; our ^ Secretaries commit their, prifoner, for the

If honeft men, that have been called tories, are upon the {nmc'^ 
bottom, and of the fame principles with honeft men lyhc* adt likc^ 
whigs ; the ignominious remainder of either name may call them^ 
felvee, or be trailed by others, what they pleafe. Their conduct will^ 
ftamp their charafter, the original of which^ is of aa older date, than, 
any party name now exifting,, and will continue lohg after time hasi 
blotted out the remembrance of the wotft of them* 

For the laft fifty years, thetories have called themfelves the patrons 
of the people ; and the whigs. thought they were the defenders o^ 
liberty, thefupportof theprotcftantSicceflion, and the pillars of tlic 
conftitutidn. If the characters were real, the difference betweein 
them was to feek. But imfortunately they differed in their opinions 
of each other, not witliout caufc* or they mi^ht long before aov\r 
have. been happily united, and the names of diftmdlion annihilated^* 

Two reigns of the houfe of Brunfwick have not, that I know oC 
, afforded a debate upon any real queflion concecnin^ the liberty of th^ 
fubjed. The rcafon is obvious, that the favourite obje<Jt of their 
government was more amply to fecure it;^ oa whicK account^ 
foolifli writers, like the authoi; of Droit le Roy, (enamoured with the 
jfouiid oi prerogative y) have faid it has been extended in that happy 
period. Standing armies, foreign connedlions^ or perhaps a rfiii&pf- 
prehehded fcheme of excife [not to be likened to a moft excejptibnar 
ble extenfion of it now. in force] were the only topicks for introducing 
that fubjed : and as to any of tliefe there has, of late years, been 
jno diipute^ except the recent and repeated,, but alfo frwtkfs endea^ 
vour^to-prbtetSfc the private boufes of the farmer and the ge^itlematy 
Jjrom the yexatlous intrufions of exciie officers., 'Wh^t was fofr 
ixierly called the commoa ca,ufe abroad, has been fo efleemed at 
home, and treated as fuch. Unexampled. uQanimity of fentiments 
infpired our councils with unknown vigour^, and crowned, our arm? 
with tmheard of fuccefs,^ in defence ot our own juft rights, .and in 
(^pport of the general independency of Europe; the maintenance o!^ 
which is. fo elTentlal to the prefetvatipn of our re%ion and freedom^' 
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• Ani important queiKoii of liberty however^ brings^ chara^Slers (o-the, 
ttft, apd tf i?s the fincerity of former ^profcffions : it elucidates prin-j 
ciples, and unmaiks pretences. ^ Thofe 1^0 .ftand forward in that 
gloripus caufe, are the true patriots, the fpund whigs, come from, 
where they wHI, and whatever name they go. by* They breath the 
ipirit of the revolulio/i> and (Irengthen the bands of our fccurity^ 
Formerly the only diftindtion has been, (but it mud no lodger continue^ 
to be fOf) between country gentlemen and courtiers : it is now betwixtr 
the friends of liiertjf ^ndL[ tBe Jlkves of power. Arthur's^ or thc^ 
Coqoa-Tree> AlbemarIe-ftre«t,r'atJSt. James's, are not able to con-, 
found t&ings under a Baielof names. St. Stephen's Chapel itielf can^ 
not chrifl^n thofe that are againft liberty, n/bhgs^, or thofe that are for; 
it, torys, as long as we can read the principles of the revolution^, 
without, the help of* treafury-qpticks. The diftinftion between 
whigs and tories wa§ founded in the flruggle between prerogative?^ 
and liberty; a tory therefore who befriends liberty is a con tradition;, 
thech^ra^er, excluding l$ip name l by parity of reafbn,. a nominal 
whig, . \vho is againft liberty, is equally inconiiftent, the conduft 
being incompatible with the appellation- . 

Of fuch pretenders, to. a character,, which, by tl^ek conjuft, they* 
ccntradiift, >yhat can be thought ;. what can be faid ? If tbcy arc of 
the blood of ancient Whigs, whofe glorious atchievements, in the, 
caqfe of liberty have immortalized their name, they only make their;^ 
own. infamy, the more * indelible, by di^racing the race they are 
iprung/rom.

O^iljr faidy but (hewn that it was the pride of his heart to humble thb 
fbreign enemies of his country, and who thinks he cannot fpend the 
laft rtmai'ns of hi's health in abetter c^ufc, than ftruggling to main- 
tain the great barriers of the ccwiftitution, alTert the rights of the 
fubjed, and proteft their liberty againft arbitrary violations. It was 
the Angular commendation of that GRfeAT minifter's adminiftratiort, 
not only to be aflifted by all the zealous friends of their country, and 
of the conftitution, but to be oppofed by none. He f^udied to unite 
parties, without confounding principles; not fingly to make names 
ceafe, but to get opinions to coalefce, upon the great foundation of 

•revolution principles: and certainly he had the fatisfa<9:ion to efFedl an 
unknown union, and harmony, in the counfels, and operations, the 
wifties, and defires of the kingdom ; no Icfs honourable to hitnlelf, 
^an advantageous to the nation,' and beneikial to ati Europie. 

• It is therefore one of the falfefV, as well asiftcrfl Invidious pleas, ih 
favour of thofe who^ deprived the ftatc of tho abley awi faithful 
fervices of one of thegreateft men it ever produced, that they have 
been more liberal in the ideas, or more engaging in the means for a 
coalition of parties/ than he was, or thofe who ferved the crown with 
him. 

His futtccflbrs . tnay take the merit of receiving the clean and thb 
unclean, without diftin<ftion ; of adopting Tories, in the worft fenfe 
of the wordg as ^farty, bringing their principles with them; <>f 
making them the vely root of miniftry, and ufing, even Airing pr eroi- 
gative tenets, ih: defence of meafures. I wi£h them as much- good 
of Old fchmne as it QUght to yield ; I expedt none from it, either 
to the King, ot to ^le nation : for I own, I have no idea of tfaaft 
allegiance which flept,. to fay no worfe, during the reigns of George 
;the FiVft afld George the Second ; and did not even awake, for 
fome timc' after the acceflion of George the Third ; when, for val- 
luable coniidecations, it. broke forth all of a fudden, like an inun«* 
dation, but with more of the marks of the four laft years of the 
Queen, than of the charaderifticks of true Hanasuerian loyalty. 

That is a fpecies of whiggifm which to me appears to be very 
inconfiftent with the true principle of iti and 1 cannot belpfuf- 
peding fome fecret Spring, fome inferior conne(5tion4 a^ached thoie 

* ' who 
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'who profefs'd it, to the minijier, without binding them to the King. 
I cannot eafily'believe'that they are the true friends of his Majefty's 
fartiily, who -pretend to love or acknowledge him, and failed, per- 
t^ps, ia both towards his two illuftrious progenitors, whofe crow^ 
lewe'ars^ Such a* coalition, therefore, or extindtidn of parties, and 
party-names, on fuch terms as thefe, I have no fancy for, nor do -I 
'believe any true Englifliman ever will. 

;FoTi if any hold principles, by which the Gentlemen of the Co* 
roa-trfee are, I think, heinoufly arraigned, if they avow them, arlH 
"groflly calumniated if they do not; I fay, if any hold thefe, or the 
^ Kke principles, they profcribe themfelves as unfit for any office, and 
incapable of all truft under the prefent happy eftabUlhmcnt; and 
any rhinifter employing them might juftly be queftioned by his 
country. The principles are the exploded notions of infupportable 
prerogative, banifhed with the exiled family; contrary to the foun- 
dations of the revolution, inconfiftent with Englifli liberty, and irre- 
concileable with the fecurity of the Proteftant fucceffioh. 
' ' On the other hand, the friends and defenders of liberty, who ad^ 
hpreto its dodtnnes, and maintain its foundations, and, by their con- 
'dud:, contradia the oppofite maxims, are mifcalled when any of them . 
are nSiVned Tories : they abufe themfelves, 'and injurie their country, if 
they fuffer fo groundlefs an appelktion to ftand in the way cff their 
Yerving it. Nor will any real Whig who can diftinguifh wh^t is from 
^what ts'not, dream of excluding them from the honours or emqlu- 
monts of government. A proibription of that fort would be matter 
of juft chaise. Bat it is an idle chimera, -a bugbear, fet up by 
thofe who call out for Cocoa-tree unanimity, and concord, as an 
'engine to bolfter up a weak, and wavering adminiftration, againft 
.the crifes raifed by uftpopular, and unpatriotick meafures. 

It well becomes fome Gentlemen to talk of profcription after 
""what all the world has beheld. They havfe,- indeed, loaded with re- 
'wards the loweft, and moft profligate tools^ that would enter into 

* their fervice : but the principle of the power conjigned into their 
'hands has manifeftly been, with the moft relentlefs cruelty, to expell 
' from office, and place, every man,' and the conne<3:ions of every 

* man, be his allegiance never fo approved,, his loyalty and love of' His 

' King; and his comitry, never fo confpicuo^'j and tho'his, ^nd his 
*- * family's 
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famUy^sferviccs,. to feothi had been the moft diftinguUhed; if«hc 
could 4vot be caught in the infidlouS net (o widely ftretched Out,| Qt 
refufed tamely to fubmit to a new dominion, fprung op JJkc the race 
of Cadmus, and that will probably end a« they did, by the very 
fimilar effeds pf contention and difcord which, it has lb plenlifulfy 
produced.

Liberty and the Proteftaht fucceffion will ftand its ground evea 
againft falfe converts — thofe, however, of whom it might be expc6f- 
' ed, that they fhould be the triie friends of both, and (hew an equal 
regard to both, might reflect on the fall of a great m^n, who, in his 
day, knew the fummit of minifterial power, and knew the reverfc 
too. — Lord Clarendon was purfued to his deflrudion, bytheant- 
mofity of a Houfe of Commons, which he himfelf had, * for other 
ends, compofed of men of the moft fextravaga'nt principles as. to go- 
' vernment : and thefe fame principles, With regard to the royal powri", 

* made his own creatures not fcruple to abandon him, when his vir- 
' tues (and greait' virtues he had, though eclipfed by the notions of 'a 

mifguided, and ill repaid loyalty;) made him obnoxious to an ua- 
' grateful mafter. This is not the only inftance of even able politi-^ 

* cians, labouring their own ruin> by projedts contrived by themfelvcs. 
The fame thing cannot, in our dzySy happen froni fuch an occafiorf ; 

' but fimilar caufes will always have fimilar effedls. ' 

Power in the hands of men not attached to liberty, and no true 
friends to the principles of the conftitution, nor to the family whofe 
government is founded in them, will not fpare any who are fufpefted 
of fuch attachments; though they may have greatly contributed' to 
their getting the power : for of all coalitions that is the moft infe^i^- 

• fible, between men of arbitrary principles, and thofe who have the 

• lo weft degree of favour for liberty. Thefe may feel the enmity of the 
' others/ when the malignancy of their prrncrpks wilb not be. able •ta 

harm 
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hirm liberty, or toUeh the proteftant fuccefllon, which- fupports iu 
Let them look to themfelyes who, for any purpofe whatever, or ia 
any inftance, can be brought to be cold, lukewarm, arid indifferent 
or worfe, in the^caufe of liberty, and to renounce their conneftion^ 
with the. true friends of it. They lean upon aftaff very apt to wound 
them, when they truft to the purcAa/ed fupport pf thofe who have 
110 real regard to either. As Lord Chancellor Shaftefbury faid to thjs 
fenjimed Parliament, Tf)^ ^^y hardly ever find a time to rriake Jatil^ 
faSHon for the omij/ion of fome opportunities^ they have loji.. 

But let the true friends of liberty, thofe who, by their conduct, 

fliew they are of the fame fentiments, not be feared either by the 

. namCy or the pradtice of court profcription, from joining in the llrid^- 

. eft union, founded in revolution principles, and attachment totheprp-

It always has been, 
and always will be true, that when the wicked bearetb rule^ the 
people mourn : but when the righteous are in authority y the people . re-' 
jgice. Honeft men, good and able minifters, are the ftability of a 
wife government, the glory of a good reign, and the ornaments of 
a virtuous court — amongft the greateft publick bleffings to the na- 
tion under their care. 

All honeft men, friends of liberty,. muft wifli adminiftration to be 
in fuch hands, and in none elfe. Such an adminiftration they will 
always fupport, and their fupport will maintain and uphold it. An 
adminiftration of another charad:er they will never fail to oppofe, be- 
caufe they always will have good reafon to do it : and in this country 
their endeavours can hardly be long without* fuccefs. " ,
